Also  that  evry  holder  of  the  Chair  is  a  full 
physician  to  a  hospital^except  in  the  case  of  the  University  of  Bristol 
where  the  teacher  is  a  recent  graduate  and  only  has  the  rank  of  lectur¬ 
er,  j  It  is  thus  evident  that  in  #he  Old  Country  the  subject 

of  Therpaeut ics  is  always  considered  as  calling  for  special  teaching 
/, 

and,  further,  that  the  teacher  always  lias  clinical  facilities  for 
this  teaching.
